The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After carefiil 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of having a suture locking assembly for use in a 
heart valve repair comprising a rim defining a first flange, a second flange spaced from the first 
flange, a suture band maintained between the first flange and the second flange, wherein relative 
to a circumferential interface between the rim and the suture band, a radial spacing between the 
rim and the suture band decreases from a first radial spacing to a second radial spacing, wherein 
the second radial spacing being circumferential adjacent the first radial spacing.
